THE BLACK SCALE; 
A PEST ON TREES 


| (By Burr R. Jones) 

The black scale (Saissetia olae) is 
the most numerous and most pessist- 
ently fought of any insect pest of 
trees in California. It not only at- 
‘tacks the orange, lemon, pomelo 
‘and other citrus trees, but many 
other trees, plants and vines, par- 
ticularly when they are growing 
Inear the plants which are more 
|strictly hosts of this scale. 

Most of us know something of its 
appearance. We have nearly all 
inoticed the black or nearly black 
hemispherical objects on branches 
jand twigs of our trees, about half 
ithe size of a duck-shot, but higher 
|than such a half duck-shot would 
with peculiar ridges upon its 
\back, which are a_ distinguishing 
mark of this scale, these ridges 
| forming a very wide letter “H” on 
the older insects. 
| As’ a rule these scale hatch and 
breed but once per year, beginning 
‘about April 1. The eggs are found 
'beneath the parent scale, minute 
lyellow or salmon colored objects, 
which increase in number until the 
leavity filled by them is as large as 
‘the original height of the mother

ibefore the eggs came. Some scien- 
ltists teil us that 3000 eggs have 
| been found beneath one scale, a 
‘number larger than we have ever 
known to be counted, but we can 
‘safely say that 1000 are often 
| present. 


About the month of June among 
‘some of the eggs of the older scale 
a movement will be noticed, if ex- 
‘amined with an ordinary pocket 
' glass, and close observation will de- 
‘tect the live insects which have 
‘hatched and are moving about among 
ithe eggs. As these grow a little 
older they escape from beneath the 
'mother and locate themselves in 
any place where thin bark or leaf 
cuticle makes the obtaining of sap 
‘for food an easy matter. 

After the first day or so the 
youngsters mostly remain stationary 
lwhere they have begun to feed, but | 
‘they can move up to the time when 
|they become one-third grown if they 
iso desire. 

After that they have usually 
‘changed their place of abode from a 
‘leat, if originally on a leaf, to a} 
itwig of the tree, and become permia- | 
\* The sap for food is obtained by 
inently established there. 

| inserting a tube through the outer 
skin of the plant and sucking the 
sap through it into the mouth of 
the insect. 

The hatching continues normally 
in Southern California until about 
September 1, when the young scale

the proper stage they cannot begin 
to supply a grub for each insect.

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SUGAR BEET SEED 

Sugar beet seed has been raised in 
Colorado this year for the first time, 
it is said, in the history of the in- 
dustry in this country. The inability 
of foreign growers to ship seed to 
this country because of the war was 
the impelling force behind the Colo- 
rado innovation. One sugar com- 
pany will harvest about 3000 acres 
of beet seed. Hundreds of men and 
women are in the fields where 
“mother” beets were planted last 
spring and are wielding old-fash- 
ioned ‘sickies on the bushy tops 
bearing the precious kernels from 








which a large part of next year’s 
beet crop in northern Colorado is 
expected to germinate. The seed 
yield is about 1500 pounds to the 
acre.
